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Report  of  Selectmen, 

ASSESSORS    AND    OVERSEERS    OF    THE  POOR. 


In  presenting  our  annual  report  we  call  attention  to 
the  removal  of  the  grade  crossing  at  Main  street,  Spring- 
vale, towards  which  the  Railroard  Commissioners  directed 
that  the  town  pay  $550. ,  they  being  authorized  undei 
the  statutes  to  apportion  the  expense  between  the  town 
and  the  railroad  company.  This  is  an  improvement  for 
which  the  Selectmen  have  been  laboring  for  several 
years,  and  the  company  has  done  a  jobJwhich  is  a  credit 
to  themselves  and  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

A  change  in  the  laws  (c.  260  Laws  1897)  requires 
towns  to  provide  apparatus  and  appliances  for  use  of 
schools  out  of  money  other  than  the  common  school  fund. 
Hence  the  sum  of  $249.29  paid  last  year  for  apparatus  and 
supplies  was  disallowed  by  the  State  suprintendent  and 
had  to  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the^school  fund  this 
year.  Also  $156.62  used  for  the  same  purposes  this  year 
"had  to  be  taken  out  of  the  appropriation  for  incidental 
expenses.  This  and  the  railroad  crossing  have  reduced 
the  town's  resouces,  $967.91. 

The  town  has  one  law  suit  before  ;the  law  court,  that 
of  Charles  O.  Emery  brought  to  recover  damages  for  the 
omission  by  the  assessors  for  several  years  to  assess 
any.  tax  upon  certain  shoe  shops  and  mills.    Jennie  Iy. 
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Johnson  has  also  brought  suit  to  recover  for  injuries 
alleged  to  have  been  received  on  the  electric  railroad 
track  near  the  mills  in  October  last.  The  railroad  com- 
pany is  the  real  defendant,  though  the  suit  is  brought 
against  the  town,  but  the  suit  is  not  regarded  as  one 
of  merit.

beans  and  a  good  supply  of  household  articles  and 
farming  tools,  including  new  mowing  machine  bought 
this  year. 

There  are  now  on  the  farm:  —  Lizzie  Goodwin,  72 
years;  Samuel  Porter,  79  years  old;  Horatio  Willard,  64 
years;  B.  L,.  Bragdon,  55  years;  B.  F.  Morauville,  85 
years;    Jerry   Eittlefield,   75   years;  Nelson    Eando,  75. 
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years.  John  Shaw  was  on  the  farm  3  months;  A.  Fontin 
3  months;  Mrs.  Napoleon  Hardwood  and  2  children 
1  month;  Mary  Bowker,  2  weeks. 

As  will  be  seen  a  large  portion  of  pauper  expenses 
is  tor  5  patients  at  the  Insane  Hospital,  Eunice  Joy, 
Chas.  H.  Dougherty,  Ethel  M.  Edgecomb,  Regina 
Guerton,  Maggie  Linguard.  One  of  these,  Miss  Edge- 
comb,  is  not  properly  our  charge  and  her  support  can  be 
recovered  from  the  town  of  Lovell  or  Fryeburg,  or  from 
the  State.  Tramps  have  been  cared  for  by  *  the  police- 
men from  April  1st.  making  a  saving  of  over  $200  on 
the  tramp  bills. 


For  these  improvement?  we  took  lumber  from  the 
farm  and  have  besides  sold  and  applied  on  the  bills 
$93  93  worth  of  boards.  We  moved  the  old  house  back 
20  feet  and  built  an  addition  28x30  feet,  two  stories,  on 
the  front,  with  10  rooms  and  a  large  attic  which  can  be 
finished  into  4  good  rooms  if  needed.  We  have  shingled 
and  repaired  the  shed,  made  a  cellar  kitchen,  and  paint- 
ed all  the  buildings  outside  two  coats  of  pure  white. 
To  complete  our  plans  there  remains  to  be  done  the  in- 
side painting,  the  cementing  of  the  floor  of  the  cellar 
kitchen,  and  the  piping  of  the  water  to  the  cellar  kitchen. 
For  these  no  additional  appropriation  will  be  needed  as 
much  of  the  labor  can  be  furnished  from  the  farm.  We 
have  now  a  house  of  25  rooms,  counting  pantry,  sink 
room   and    basement,  convenient,    respectable    in  ap-

REPORT  OF  THE 


Superintendent  of  Schools 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEBRUARY   22,  1899. 


In  accordance  with  custom,  the  statement  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  past  year  is  hereby 
appended  to  the  annual  Town  Report. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  school  board  during-  the 
year  just  closed  to  so  systematize  and  raise  the  standard 
of  studies  in  our  town  schools  that  more  effective  results 
for  our  scholars  might  be  attained.  To  that  end  a 
schedule  of  high  school  studies  was  prepared,  embracing 
two  courses  (Classical  and  English),  which  was  adopted 
and  put  into  operation  at  the  commencement  of  the  -fall 
term. 

Pupils  electing  the 'classical  course  may,  with  dil- 
igent application  and  the  additional  time  we  hope  to 
give  to  high  school  study,  prep  are  for  college  in  the  four 
years.  At  the  same  time  the  grade  of  admission  to  the 
high  school  is  to  be  advanced,  permitting  only  pupils 
who  have  finished  the  required  grammar  school  studies 
and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  to  enter.  These 
steps,  it  is  believed,  mark  progress  in  the  right  direction. 

.  Several  changes  have  occurred  during  the  past  year 
in  our  corps  of  teachers.  Our  present  teaching  force  are 
earnest  and  successful  in  their  work. 

It  contains  a  larger  proportion  of  teachers  trained 
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in  normal  school  than  for  several  years  at  least.  Last 
spring  Mr.  H.  E.  Bryant,  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  and  a 
teacher  of  some  experience,  was  elected  principal  of 
the  Sanford  high  school.  His  work  that  position  has  been 
a  success.

The  school  discipline  has  been  excellent  during  the 
past  year. 

Two  changes  in  text  books  may  be  noted.  New 
arithmetics  and  language  books  have  been  put  into  all 
the  schools. 

It  is  recommended  that,  in  the  coming  year,  new 
reade  rs  be  substituted  for  the  old  ones,  which  are  nearly- 
worn  out  writh  use. 

New  books  will  be  needed  from  time  to  time  for  the 
enlarged  work  of  our  high  schools.  During  the  sum- 
mer months  a  new  sanitary  system,  with  under  drainage, 
was  put  into  the  Springvale  school  house,  and  it  is  a 
most  satisfactory  improvement.  A  new  fire  grate  has 
been  substituted  for  the  old,  in  the  same  building,  which 
will  permit  the  burning  of  soft  coal,  instead  of  hard,  and 
save  a  corresponding  amount  in  the  fuel  bill. 

At  the  town  meeting  of  last  year,  an  unsatisfactory 
conclusion    was  reached  concerning  the   school  houses 
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in  districts  No.  6  and  7,  which  required  the  calling  of  a 
special  town  meeting  to  adjust. 

At  the  commencement  of  this  present  school  year, 
the  board  acquainted  themselves  with  the  conditions  of 
the  school  houses  and  scholars  in  the  two  districts,  and 
as  a  result,' recommend  the  abandonment  of  the  present 
school  houses  in  districts  No.  6  and  7,  both  of  which 
are  too  old  to  pay  for  repairing,  and  the  erection  of  a 
new  school  house,  on  some  site  between  the  two,  to  be 
selected  by  the  school  board. 

It  is  recommended, too,  that  because  of  its  dilapidated 
condition,  and  the  small  number  of  scholars  who  attend 
it,  the  school  house  in  the  Deering  district  be  closed  and 
the  scholars  transported  to  Spring  vale. 

The  superintendent's  report  of  last  year  called  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  our  town,  with  one  other  in 
York  County,  raised  much  less  money,  per  scholar,  than 
any  other  town  or  cit}r  in  the  count}' .  Is  not  the  educa- 
tion of  our  children  an  ill-chosen  point  at  which  to 
practice  economy?  In  a  town  with  nearly  a  thousand 
pupils  in  its  schools,  should  we  not  have  educational 
facilities  equal  to  those  of  the  towns  about  us? 

We  surely  need  for  our  scholars  at  least  36  weeks  of 
schooling. 

It  had  been  hoped  we  might  be  able,  this  past  year, 
to  increase  our  time  to  that;  but  all  that  appears  possi- 
ble, just  now,  is  to  give  to  the  high  school  two  additonal 
weeks,  making  34  in  all,  the  remaining  schools  having 
but  32. 

It  is  hoped  the  town  may  appropriate  at  least  at  hous- 
an.d  dollars  additional  to  the  appropriation  of  last  year, 
that  the  school  board  may  be  able  to  extend  our  schools 
to  the  time  actually  needed  to  accomplish  the  desired 
results  with  our  pupils. 

The  establistmeut  of  a  kindergarten  in  both  Sanford 
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and  Springvale  is  strongly  recommnended  as  the  basis  of 
onr  educational  work  in  both  villages,  our  wisest  educa- 
tors today  recognizing  the  necessity  of  such  training  for 
the  best  development  of  the  minds  of  our  little  people. 
Without  much  additional  expense  this  department  may 
be  organized  as  the  foundation  of  our  town  system  of 
education. 

Shall  we  not  do  what  we  may  to  make  our  boys  and 
girls  of  today  the  intellegent,  responsible  citizens  of  the 
future. 

When  the  time  shall  arive  that  the  town  is  willing  to 
erect  a  high  school  building,  or  to  provide  otherwise  suit- 
able quarters,  it  will  be  wise  to  consolidate  the  two  high 
schools  of  the  town.  Uniformity  of  instruction  and 
discipline  will  then  be  assured,  as  well  as  a  more  efficient 
training  for  our  graduates. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Committees, 
teachers  and  pupils  for  their  hearty  cooperation  in  the 
work  of  the  year.
